Aad be it further enacted, That 
the officers and employees of suid oflice sball 
eontinug to be: gave Commissioner of Patants, 
one Assistant Commissioner, and three exa- 
yainera-in-chief, to be appointed by the Pres~ 
ident, by and wui the advice und consent of 
the Senate; one chief clerk onp examiner in 
charge ot interlereuves, twenty-two principal 
examiners, twenty two first-aszistaut examin - 
era, twanty-kwo second assistant examiers, 
one librarian, one machinist, five clerks 01 
viaag four, six clerks ot glans three, fifty clerks 
of class two, forty-five clorks of class one, and 
ane messenger and.purchasing clerk, all of 
whom shall be appointed by the secretary of 
the Interior, upon nomination of the Commis 
sioner of Patents. 

gro. 3, And be it further enacted, That 
the Secretary of tha Inferior may also appoint 
upon like nominaztion, such additional clerks 
of classes two and one, and of lower grades,
